.Rlly - Increasing -population -and abun 
dant agricultural nnd mineral resources, 
accessible by raJI from all parts of the 
Union, and with a comparatively small 
contingent of Indiana * an element which 
In many parts of the west Is considered n. 
serious handicap to local progresa; yet 
II hea remained a territory, under federal 
rather than local jurladJcUon, for a half 
century, though during n. large part of 
that period possessing every qualifica- 
tion for statehood which had proved 
potent In the cose of other territories. 


There Ls, however, one fatal defect In 


this reasoning. New Mexico is recog- 
nized In "Washington us a DemocratJc 
territory. Had It been assuredly Repub- 
lican W would undoubtedly have come 
Into the Union as a part, of one or the 
other hatch of states admitted during 
tlie Harrison adrhtnistratinn. Tf It had 
not hoen very well settled that the Re- 
puLlicnns luul every t hlng to hope ami 
nothing to fear In Hawaii under Its pres- 
ent official auspices. It IB Improbable that 
that group*of Islands would have been 
annexed, evivi as a territory. 


"We have no nr'dmnl for supposing, 


therefore, thnt if at IL later date, with an 
infusion of American Immigration, the 
Philippines bid fair to send Republican 
delegutes to uonyress, they will find their 
colonial character changed to a terri- 
torial status; nntl the change from thai 
in turn to statehood will await merely 
ihe assurance that the *o-called "pnrty 
of progress" sliail lio In tcmi-oruiy con- 
trol of both houses of congress and ulnnd 
Jn need of Home strengthening there and 
In tin.1 electoral r-oiSt'se. 


Now that we have begun to cut lonae 


fnjisi the old -moorir!^ of our r o p u b , 
It Is cxtrcniely' unlikely that ihe lorri- 
lorinl form of government will have a 
much Eongor tenure of life-. Our st:U 
mc?n of a-ivancerl Ideaa will aim to sweep 
the ground clean while they are about 
It. and promote national homogeneity 
by bringing about complete uniformity 
of governmental sysinms.
